Pittsburg, Jan. 16.— When the con- 
vention of United Mine Workers re- 
fiunied it wa.'; aniiouricf d that the .^cale 
committee bad not completed its work, 
and all members who had suggestion.^ 
were requested to present them to the 
committee. 

The committee on constitution re- 
ported several amendments to the con- 
Etitutlon. 

Among the most important changes 
were the following: An Itacreaise In 

the executive board from six to eight 
members, exclusive of the president, 
vice president and secretary-treasurer. 
No district having .less than 8,000 mem- 
bers shall bo entitled to representation 
on the executive board; time of hold- 
ing the national convention the third 
Monday in Jantiary, instead of the sec- 
ond Monday. Tbne amendments were 
all adopted after some little opposition. 

Resolutions were then presented op- 
posing the annexation of the Philip- 
pines on the groimiis that they are 
Inhabited by 8.000,000 persons, mostly 
of the coolie Isbor class, and their ad- 
mission would be most threatening to 
American labor and to the organised 
trades of the country; also opposing 
ttie indorsement by tlie convention of 
any political party or candidates who 
are opposed to the ininclple of com- 
mon ownership. Both resolutions were 
defeated. 

A resolution to put forth effoi^ta ,to 
organise the miners in the anthracite 
region was ad(4>ted.

The president, his cabinet, distin- 
guished members of the diplomatic 
lorps, members of the supreme court, 
senate and house, end distinguished 
men In military and civil life were 
ranged about his birr on the floor of 
the hall, while the galleries to which 
adiiiipslnn could be obtained only bv 
card were occupied by the families cf 
those who sst upon the floor, snd ot 
the prominent personagss invited to be 
present. 

Not since the late William D. Kelly 
of Pennsylvania was given a state 
funeral In the hoi^se, duiing the Flfty- 

flrst congress, while President McKtn- 
ley was chairman of the ways and 
means committee, has such an honor 
been accorded a member of tho house. 

The casket was plsced on a bier 
In the area in front of the marbl^ 
rostrum of the speaker, and for an 
hour the ptihlie, which would have no 
opportunity to witness the olQcial cer- 
emonies later, was allowed to view 
the remains as they lay in state. 

Thousands of people streamed 
through the main door down past the 
casket and gazed upon, the calm, serene 
features of the dead during that hour. 

The house pages and other cmplo.ves 
of the house entered the line and touli 
a last view of the revered statesman. 

The only floral piece on the casket 
was a cluster ot orchids, the gift of 
Mrs. RIaino. At the head of the cas- 
ket, like a halo above the calm brow 
of the great man, was a magnificent 
wreath of orchids and lilies of the val- 
ley tied with deep purple ribbon, which 
had been sent by the president. 

During the interval before 12 almost 
every member of the house stood for 
a moment by thf casket with bowed 
head. 

Directly across the aisle from the 
presidential party and In front of the 
casket sat the large family of the de- 
ceased, representihg three generations. 

It Included the two sons, Eldward N. 
and Arthu"*, with the wife and two 
c!ii!dren of Mr. Ldwar N. Dingley. One 
of the children, a bright-faced young 
boy, has the name of his distinguished 
grandafther. Nelson Dlngley. 

Owing to the impi'iative directions 
of the doctors, the affiicled widow re- 
mained at her room during the official 
ceremony. Her daughter. Miss Ding- 
ley, remained at her side to comfort 
and assist. 

A deep bush fell upon the assem- 
blage. Suddenly, out of the loft In the 
rear of the press gallery, the notes of 
an organ pulsed and echoed through 
the hall. It was the first time In the 
history of the bouse of representatives 
that music had been heard in it. A 
quartet sang impreesively, "Crossing 
the Bar." The beautiful words are by 
Tennyson, beginning: 

"SnniH't and evonlns Rtnr, 
Ami one ili'iir call fur iin ."

Then came the general's death, and 
for tho time being negotlatl<Jns were 
suspended. At our next aieeting it 
was agreed that an ofllclal list of the 
men in the Cuban army would be re- 
quired before any agreement could be 
reached.

"There are 47,«0O men to be paid In 
the Cuban army. The amount we have 
requested is $40,000,000, to be turned 
over to us either In one or three pay- 
ments. We will give as security the 
custom houses In Cuba. Should tho 
government not care to lend that sum, 
we are willing to take one-third of it 
and later pay the men the reat 

"As affairs now stand, however, I 
think we will receive the amount in 
three payments. This, however, is not 
decided as yet. The late Mr. Dingley 
was in favor of giving us the amount 
In one payment."

THE EVIL OF TRUSTS. 

The 190.000,000 Wire Trust haa already 
advanced the price of wire (2 a ton, and 
has cat the wafres of the men in the rod 
milla at Newcastle. Pa., 10 per cent , with 
the warnioK that if they do not accept 
the reduction those mills will be cloeed 
indaflnitaly and the milla at leaver Falls, 
what* watM are lower, will be operated 
instead. The big Obner mills in Pitte- 
barg have also been doeed; and it is an 
nonnoad that whan thty are reopened it 
will ba with a lower aeaie of wagea. 

These great "combinea" being oigm 
ixed to make more profits can go abont it 
in two ways-r-by advancing the price of 
finished products and by redacing the 
price paid for raw material. Some trusts 
try only the first plan; others, like this 
monopoly, adopt both devices. In (his 
case, powerful aa it is, the trust is in no 
condition to Imy its iron and steel any 
cheaper on account of the extraordinary 
demand prevailing!;.

One of the greatest evils in connection 
with trusts is the power they possess to 
depress the returns of the producer. 
Whether the raw material take the form 
of the working man's brain and brawn or 
the products of the farms or mines or the 
forests, it is all the same. Ultimately 
the profit moatoome onl of tha elaas that 
gats the least. 

No wonder popular prejudice against 
troata la constantly gtowiag.— Coarier 
Jonmal.

LonsviLLK, Ky., Jan. 14.— The Louis- 
ville warehousemen met to-day to con- 
sider tha raqaaat of thalbbaoeo Orowara* 

League of Kentucky for a reduction in 
the selling fee from the present rate of 
flJW per bogsbaad ehaiKod by ware* 
hon»es here. The warehousemen de- 
clined to reduce, stating forth that they 
could not afford to do ao, and that they 
bave already onoaradoead from 12. Tbo 
answer was : 

"On the business likely to be done on 
our market this year the reduction in 
fees (of from f2 to $1.80 per hogshead) 
will probably amount to a saving of $76,- 
000 to $100,000 to the aallara of tobacco 
(and consequently a like reduction in the 
w.T-ehoi Siearninge ' ascompare<l with the 
charges which were made before the date 
named. Thia of itaelf ahonld ba evidence 
of a desire on the part of the T.onipville 
warehousemen to trade with their custo* 
mers on a basis of conservative charges, 
and they submit that any further redu 
tion in fees would not be consistent with 
the honest administration of the business 
or with a fair return for tha work am 
capital Involved. 

'The warehouse trade here submits 
that in ita opinion the moat important 
work which tha Tobacco Orowm' League 
of Kentucky could accomplish would be 
in the direction of securing the concen- 
tratSon of tha porchaaiog demand on the 
open auction markets ; and, further, that 
an additional reduction in warehouse fees 
would not tend to that object, but, on 
the contrary, woald diminish the facili- 
ties of the warehoosemen in their efforts 
in this direction, aa it woold restrict their 
ability to reach, and accommodate that 
Urge part of the producing element re- 
ijuiring assistance in marketing the crop 
and in carrying it over perioda of extreme 
depreaaioB."

There are a good many 
ooutingenciea to be considered in arriv- 
ing at a definite oonolusion of the ques- 
tion, the whioh enta no Inoonaiderable 
figure in the distance one of these birds 
can fly. If there is a stiff wind blow- 
ing mid the bird's course is with the 
wind, a full grown quail oould certain- 
ly go more than a mile with ease and 
doabtless a mnob greater distance. 

Those who have noticed quail trying 
to fly across the Missouri river, where 
the distance is about a mile, recall that 
not all the birds make the trip safely. 
They usually pick a spot where they 
can make a halt on a sand bar in mid- 
stream, and thus cross the river in two 
flights. But sometimes they make the 
distanco at a niuulo flight, and this 
seems to bo tlioir full limit under nor- 
mal conditiiins, for when thoy alight 
they are completely exhausted. 

It is generally believed that on an 
average a mile is about tlM limit of the 
flight of a quail where it is neither fa- 
vored nor retarded hy thn wind. It hap- 
pefas very often that iu crossing the 
Missouri river at a single flight iiuail 
drop exhausted into the water. Proba- 
bly these ara young bitda.— SI. Louis 
Beoablio.
